Six w eeks ago the first operations 
were performed. 
Two of her relatives 
offered them selves as subject*. They 
were Miss M argaret Gorman and a 
cousin, whose name is withheld. They 
were chosen In preference to several 
young women who 
volunteered 
as 
friends of Miss Gorman. 
The wound 
upon which the skin was grafted wsa 
twelve! nches in circum ference Patch­ 
es of skin three inches square wore 
removed from the legs of the persons 
giving the skin after an anesthetic 
had 
been 
adm inistered. 
Then 
the 
skin was placed upon 
the 
wound 
forming what the physicians termed 
■ skin islands.*’ 
From the edges of 
the “Islands’’ new skin quickly form­ 
ed and spread until all were joined, 
For two of the operations the skin 
w as removed from a limb of Miss 
Gorman.
